This y ear marks the cen­ 
tenary o f the cru cial y ear o f 
the Civ il War — 18 6 3 — the 
y ear which saw the lo ng­ 
awaited Emancip atio n Pro c­ 
lamatio n and the decisiv e 
battles o f Getty sbu rg, Vicks­ 
bu rg and Missio nary Ridge. 


Linco ln’s Birthday will be so me­ 
what o v ershado wed by o bserv ances 
o f these and o ther ev ents that to o k 
p lace IOO y ears ago . One o f tile great 
est o f these — in hu man, no t mili­ 
tary , term s — was Linco ln’s address 
a t the battlefield at Getty sbu rg o n 
No v . IO, 186 3. It may no t be amiss to 
anticip ate this o bserv ance and to re­ 
call 
so me 
o f 
Linco ln’s 
immo rtal 
wo rds as we no te the 154th anniv er­ 
sary o f his birth. 


The address, a masterpiece o f the 
English language, co ntains a mere 
26 0 wo rds, y et ten times that num­ 
ber co uld no t hav e ex pressed mo re, 
co uld no t hav e mo re elo quently 
summed up the immense human 
struggle the natio n was engaged in. 


Indeed, Sen. Edward Ev erett, o ne 
o f the o u tstanding o rato rs o f the day , 
who p receded Linco ln o n the p latfo rm 
and sp o ke fo r two ho u rs, later wro te 
to Linco ln: “ I sho u ld be glad if I 
co uld flatter my self that I came as 
near the central idea o f the o ccasio n 
in two ho urs as y o u did in two min­ 
utes.” 
Ev ery scho o lbo y kno ws the o pen­ 
ing wo rds: “ Fo ursco re and sev en 
y ears ago . . .” But it is the clo s­ 
ing wo rds that speak directly to 
each new generatio n o f Americans: 
. . we here highly reso lv e that 
these dead shall no t hav e died in 
v ain — that this natio n, u nder Go d, 
shall hav e a new birth o f freedo m — 
and that go v ernment o f the p eo p le, by 
the p eo p le, fo r the p eo p le, shall no t 
p erish fro m the earth.” 
To o o ften, to o many o f us tend 
to think that go v ernment ex ists 
so lely fo r the peo ple, fo rgetting 
that unless it is representativ e o f 
all citizens and regulated by the 
peo ple in their capacity as v o ters, 
it beco mes a ty ranny fo r the bene­ 
fit o f the few. 
Bu t the IOO y ears that hav e p assed 
since this darkest-brightest y ear in 
the histo ry o f the Unio n are go o d 
p ro o f that the high reso lv e anno u nced 
by Linco ln at Getty sbu rg has been 
kep t by the m ajo rity o f his heirs. 
The natio n p assed thro u gh a great 
crisis a few mo nths ago . It will no t 
be the last, as far as any man can 
p eer into the fu tu re. 
Let us, o n this day set aside in 
the name o f Linco ln, rededicate 
o urselv es to that great ‘‘unfinished 
wo rk,” which is the cause o f hu­ 
man freedo m.

Yo ung Assista nt Surg eo n 
Wa s First To Aid Linco ln 


CHICAGO (IP)—A y o u ng assistant su rgeo n was the 
first p hy sician to reach Abraham Linco ln’s side after an 
assassin’s bu llet to re into his brain. 
The su rgeo n, Dr. Charles A. Leale, 
23, was an ardent adm irer o f Linco ln 
and had learned the p resident wo u ld 
be at Fo rd’s theater in Washingto n, 
D. C., the night o f Ap ril 14, 186 5. 


In his memo irs, Leale, a member 
o f the medical dep artm ent o f the 
U.S. Vo lu nteers, said he went to 
Fo rd’s that night as mu ch to see the 
p resident as the p lay , ‘‘Ou r American 
Co u sin.” 


Du ring the third act, Jo hn Wilkes 
Bo o th entered Linco ln’s bo x and sho t 
him in the head, Leale, ho rrified, 
sp rinted to the bo x and bent o v er the 
p resident’s still fo rm. 


The cu rrent issu e o f RX Health, 
a medical magazine, say s histo rians 
credit Leale’s swift actio ns with p re- 
v enUng Linco ln’s immediate death. 
The magazine article ho no rs the 


154th anniv ersary o f Linco ln’s birth, 
Feb. 12, 1809 . 
The magazine, with q u o tes fro m 
Leale’s memo irs, details the y o u ng 
p hy sician’s fight to keep Lmco ln 
aliv e. 


Leale q u ickly felt fo r Linco ln’s 
p u lse. There was no ne. The p resi­ 
dent’s ey es were fix ed, the right 
p u p il dialated, the left p u p il co n­ 
tracted—ev idence o f brain inju ry . 


‘‘The assassin o f the p resident,” 
Leale wro te later, ‘‘had ev idently 
carefu lly p lanned to sho o t to p ro du ce 
instant death, as the wo u nd he made 
was situ ated within two inches o f the 
p hy sio lo gical p o int o f selectio n, when 
instant death is desired.” 


Leale gav e artificial resp iratio n 
He was jo ined by two p hy sicians—Dr. 


Charles Sabin Taft and Dr. Albert 
F. A. King. He instru cted Taft and 
King to manip u late Linco ln’s arm s 
while he p ressed the diap hragm u p 
ward.

Leale 
also 
massaged 
Linco ln’ 
chest in the heart area. After a few 
mo ments the p resident’s heart began 
to beat feebly . And he began to 
breathe irregu larly . 


Altho u gh the p resident nev er re 
gained co nscio u sness Leale wro te: 
“Kno wledge that freq u ently ju st 
befo re 
dep artu re 
reco gnitio n 
and 
reaso n retu rn to tho se who hav e 
been u nco nscio u s cau sed me fo r sev 
eral ho u rs to ho ld his right hand 
firmly within my grasp to let him in 
his blindness kno w, if p o ssible, that 
he was in to u ch with hu manity and 
had a friend.” 


President Linco ln drew his last 
breath at 55 seco nds p ast 7 :21a.m ., 
Ap ril 15. 186 5. 


Humphrey Say s 
Hu mp hrey called o n Rep u blicans 
to make certain that “a rash o f 
charges that canno t be su bstantiated 
by facts do no t find their way into 
this cham ber” o r into the news­ 
p ap ers.

He said 
that while So v iet so ldiers and eq u ip ­ 
ment there may no t p o se a military 
threat to the United States, they co n­ 
stitu te a p ro p aganda, su bv ersiv e and 
p o ssible military threat to o ther hem­ 
isp here natio ns. 
Mansfield flatly denied—as Sco tt 
had su ggested—that there was any 
deal between So v iet Prem ier Khru sh­ 
chev and Kennedy fo r the remo v al o f 
American missiles in Eu ro p e in ex ­ 
change fo r the withdrawal o f So v iet 
missiles in Cu ba.

WASHINGTON — (NEA) — If igno rance p aid p ro fits, 
p o liticians co u ld get rich fro m what they do n’t kno w abo u t 
the farm p ro blem. That sp ells bad news fo r city fo lks 
and p ro gressiv e farmers again in 19 6 3—ano ther $4 billio n 
tax bite. 


Misgu ided attem p ts to “help ” the 
farm er o v er the last 3(1 y ears hav e: 
Drained away $48.6 billio n in tax es. 
Amassed a $7.5 billio n ho ard o f 
fo o d and fiber which has the fan­ 
tastic rent bill o f mo re than $1 mil­ 
lio n a day . 
Tended to blu nt the fanner’s hard­ 
earned efficiency . 
Threatened to sap o u r fo o d-p ro du c­ 
ing strength in the co ld war. 
Intentio ns o f go v ernment p lanners 
—Demo cratic and Rep u blican alike 
—are admirable, bu t a mile o ff base. 
They try to legislate farm inco me 
fo r three reaso ns: 
I. Safety in Numbers. Po liticians 
mistakenly believ e a declining nu m­ 
ber o f farm s means fanners need 
hando u ts to assu re y o u fo o d in the 
fu tu re. Since 19 25 the nu mber o f 
farms has dro p p ed 42 p er cent; each 
y ear mo re than 100,000 farm s “dis­ 
ap p ear.” 


ers are arming civ ilians in Baghdad, 
Basra and o ther key cities to fight 
co mmu nist agitato rs. 


The trav eler said p o lice and tro o p s 
in Basra o p ened fire o n 3,000 Co m­ 
mu nist dem o nstrato rs carry ing p o r­ 
traits o f Kassem.

Bu t so il scientists say u sing the 
land do cs no t weaken it. G. W. Hed 
lu nd, head o f the dep artm ent o f agri 
cu ltu ral eco no mics at Co rnell Univ er 
sity , ex p lains it this way : 
“ If so il is p ro p erly handled it can 
beco me ev en mo re p ro du ctiv e with 
time, so that there is no case fo r 
p erio dic resting. Altho u gh so me will 
no t agree, mo st o f o u r go v ernment 
p ay ments p ro grams were designed 
fo r so mething o ther than so il im­ 
p ro v ement.”

Legislativ e erro rs bo gged in mu rky 
lo gic will co ntinu e to co st u s heav ily 
u ntil v o ters—city and co u ntry alike— 
u nderstand the mix ed-u p mess eno u gh 
to p ro d go v ernment p lanners. Herrel 
Degraff, fo rmer fo o d eco no mist at 
Co rnell Univ ersity , warns grimly :

Sornz people hav e been v ery con­ 
cerned with a recent pu blication 
condemning the u se of insecticides. 
It is wise to weigh all the facts and 
not be carried away with highly 
emotional stories. 
Consider these facts; Malaria has 
been completely wiped ou t in areas 
where mosqu itoes were a problem by 
k illing them with DDT. 
Probably 99 per cent of all deaths 
by insecticides hav e been cau sed by 
careless u se. For ex ample; the stor­ 
age of these poisonou s materials in 
reach of children. Yet, this is a v ery 
small nu mber when y ou consider the 
total accident rate in ou r cou ntry . 
It is tru e that hy drocarbons, su ch 
as DDT. can bu ild u p, bu t ou r scien­ 
tists say to a certain ex tent. If time 
is permitted, the body will throw 
them off. Howev er, if a person con­ 
su mes a large amou nt (2 tablespoons 
of the most poisonou s compou nd) it

Bird nu mbers 
are still holding their own. Consider 
the control of Du tch Elm disease. 
Scientists recommended the u se of 
DDT to control the insect that was 
fou nd to be spreading the disease. 
Spray s hav e k illed birds. Yet. when 
we consider the whole pictu re, it has 
not been too seriou s. Too. it is help­ 
ing to conserv e trees which are also 
preciou s. 
The orchardist has work ed on this 
problem to protect the bee. By 
adju sting his spray schedu le, he can 
k ill harmfu l insects and not k ill the 
bee when it is feeding in the fru it 


The ex perts predict that 
fanners will be u sing three 
times as mu ch fertilizer by 
197 5 as we are u sing today . 
Check the prices of all the 
things y ou bu y . Essentially 
there has been no change in 
the cost of fertilizers in the 
past IO y ears. 


If y ou hav e an acid soil rock phos­ 
phate will prov ide the necessary phos­ 
phoru s needed for com produ ction u p 
to 90 or IOO bu shels. It will do the job 
as cheap or cheaper than su per phos­ 
phate. 


If y ou are shooting for ex tra high 
y ields it is a good idea to u se su per 
in addition to, or in place of rock . 
Dr. Sam Aldrich. Ex tension Agron­ 
omist, has this to say at a recent 
meeting, abou t micronu trients, “as 
a general ru le, only farmers who are 
already in the highest y ield brack ets 
shou ld be encou raged to try micro­ 
nu trient applications. It wou ld be a 
seriou s mistak e for farmers with av ­ 
erage y ields to shift their attention 
to micronu trients as a way to im­ 
prov e their y ields. It shou ld be ob­ 
v iou s to them, bu t often is not, that 
many of their neighbors hav e already 
achiev ed far greater y ields with nitro­ 
gen. 
phosphorou s, potassiu m, and 
limestone.” 


Of cou rse there are areas where it 
is k nown that micronu trient deficien­ 
cies do ex ist su ch as the manganese 
deficient area in the sou thwest part 
of Lee Cou nty . In these areas appli­ 
cation will pay at any y ield lev el. 


In discu ssing the influ ence of fer­ 
tilizers on corn qu ality Dr. Aldrich 
drew these conclu sions: 
I. Corn is mainly an energy -trap­ 
ping crop. Fertilizer practices will

Interior Secretary Stewart Udali 
said he will mail a similar appeal to 
Bethlehem. 
Douglas told Udall and the three

As co ngressio nal hearings mo v e alo ng o n President Kennedy 's 
pro po sals fo r tax reductio n and refo rm, the surest pro spect is that 
the end pro duct will bear slight resemblance to the o riginal. 
Giv en o ur fo rm o f demo cratic go v ernment with its o ffsetting co n­ 
gressio nal and presidential po wer, co mpro mise is o f co urse an inev it­ 
able ex pectatio n in the shaping o f mo st legislatio n. 
Stro ngly to ned remedies to pro blems seldo m get any where unless 
so me so rt o f v isible peril stands clo se. War, depressio n, the clear men­ 
ace o f co mmunism, these things pro duce precipitate, co ncerted actio n. 
So me histo rians argue that this kind o f “ go v ernment by catas­ 
tro phe" can be mo st unfo rtunate fo r the co untry . The suggestio n is 
that drastic measures taken in quieter perio ds might stav e o ff crisis. 
But the demo cratic necessity o f co mpro mise is usually co mpelling. 
Take the current tax matter fo r ex ample. .. 
The President’s thesis is simple. Mo derate pump-priming, like re­ 
dev elo pment, manpo wer training, public wo rks, has no t bitten deep 
into unemplo y ment o r accelerated eco no mic gro wth rates. Ile wants 
entirely new tax gro und rules, therefo re, in ho pe these may free up 
the eco no my and help abso rb the unemplo y ed mass. 
To make this try , he is willing to risk huge federal deficits "tem­ 
po rarily .” He sav s if his plan gets a chance, it may wipe o ut the 
chro nic smaller deficits that hav e marked the last three decades. 
Who kno ws whether his pro po sals wo uld do the jo b he claims? 
What we do kno w is that in purest fo rm as presented, they hav e al­ 
mo st no pro spect o f being tried. Bipartisan co nserv ativ e o ppo sitio n 
stands firmly in the way . 
Lo o k, then, at the o ther side o f the co in. Many co nserv ativ es, a 
go o d number fav o ring a tax cut argue that the o nly way to justify 
ft Is to whack great chunks o ff federal spending. 
Ev en if we assume this co uld be do ne witho ut harming o ur de­ 
fense effo rt o r necessitating repeal o f many laws with built-in high 
spending features, we kno w this pro spect is also slim. The pressure to 
keep co untless specific spending pro jects go ing will co me no t least 
fro m so me o f the v ery lawmakers who pro test spending in general. 
It wo ald be interesting to see the effect o n the eco no my o f a $10- 
120 billio n spending cut. No less interest wo uld attend a who pping tax 
reductio n unmatched by spending cuts. 
But mo st likely we shall nev er witness either o f these ex periments 
—m e rn the o ther o f which might pro v e beneficial. 
Fo r demo cracy ’s respo nses are inv ariably blunted when danger is 
no t judged to be near. And the truth is that neither massiv e spending 
no r huge unemplo y ment alarms eno ugh peo ple to day to jar their law­ 
makers into mo re sweeping actio n.

Q—What 
is 
sacro iliac 
discase? 
What cau ses it and ho w do es it af­ 
fect y o u ? Is there an y cu re? 
A—The sacro iliac jo int is at the 
lo wer end o f the sp inal co lu mn. 
Sp rains in this regio n are co mmo n 
and v ery p ainfu l. Many p eo p le think 
that p ain in the lo wer back is cau sed 
by diseased kidney s bu t we kno w no w 
that it is du e to a su dden wrenching 
o r a chro nic strain o n the ligamen ts 
attached to the lo wer sp ine. A su dden 
sharp p ain may be du e to lifting a 
heav y o bject by u sing the back 
mu scles rather than the leg and hip 
mu scles. 
The gradually dev elo ping back­ 
ache may be due to weakness o f 
the abdo minal and back muscles 
caused by a generally sedentary 
life o r by faulty po sture. Faulty 
po sture while walking is co mmo n 
in wo men who wear high-heeled 
sho es, especially if they change 
fro m o ne height to ano ther with dif­ 
ferent activ ities. 


Fau lty p o stu re while sleep ing is 
du e to sagging sp rin gs o r mattress. 
Yo u r do cto r sho u ld determin e the 
cau se in y o u r case. When the co ndi­ 
tio n is acu te it may be n ecessary to 
sp end two o r three day s in bed. 
Asp irin o r o ther p ain-reliev ing dru gs 
and the u se o f a heating p ad may 
giv e so me relief. When the acu te 
stage is o v er, co rrectiv e ex ercises 
and o ther measu res aimed at remo v ­ 
ing the cau se sho u ld be u sed. 
Q—Recently as I was p ainting, I 
hu ng the p aint bu cket o v er the mid­ 
dle finger o f my left hand. After 
ho lding it that way fo r abo u t 30 min ­ 
u tes I fo u nd that my finger was 
nu mb. After 16 day s it is still nu mb. 
Can any thing be do ne fo r this? 
A—This is a perfect ex amp le o f a 
case where the best treatmen t is 
p rev entio n. What y o u hav e in cu rred 
is a p ressu re p araly sis. Yo u will 
p ro bably reco v er, bu t the mo re se­ 
v ere the p araly sis, the lo nger it takes 
to reco v er. In so me cases this may 
take sev eral mo nths. Electrical stim­ 
u latio n may help to sp eed reco v ery . 
Q—My do cto r say s I hav e sar­ 
co ido sis. What, ex actly , is it? 
A—Sarco ido sis is a chro nic p ro cess 
that may affect any p art o f the bo dy . 
The cau se is no t kno wn bu t recent 
stu dies su ggest that it may be du e 
to the inhalatio n o f p ine p o llen o r 
du st fro m p eanu t hu lls. 
In the skin and ly mph no des it 
causes a lumpy thickening. Healing 
is slo w. The lumps appear gradual­ 
ly and may persist fo r sev eral 
mo nths. They are painless and do 
no t itch. Altho ugh the disease re­ 
sembles tuberculo sis, it has been 
sho wn no t to be due to the tubercle 
bacillus. 
As so me o f the lu mp s heal o thers 
u su ally fo rm. The dan ger therefo re 
lies in the fact that o ne o f the v ital 
o rgans may beco me inv o lv ed. If this 
hap p ens, co rtiso ne o r a related dru g 
sho u ld be giv en alo ng with iso niazed. 
The iso niazed wo u ld be giv en to p re­ 
v ent a flare-u p o f an y childho o d tu ­ 
bercu lo sis y o u may hav e had and 
thro wn o ff witho u t kno wing it. Tu ­ 
bercu lo sis 
is 
no to rio u s 
fo r 
ly ing 
do rman t in the bo dy o nly to reap ­ 
p ear when y o u get n m do wn o r, as 
in this instance, take a ho rmo ne that 
giv es it a seco nd chance.

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Reds, Critics 
Baffle Kennedy

WASHINGTON <i*P)—The Russians and his critics are 
baffling President Kennedy. He can’t get the Russians out 
of Cuba and he can’t get the critics to shut up about it. 
This can get worse before it gets

better if the Russians put their mind 
to it and find more places to put 
tnore troops, which would be playing 
tit-for-lat with the United States, a 
game this country hasn't like so far. 
The Republicans gibed at Kennedy 
toward the end of his first year in 
office after he had spent most of his 
time hopping from one serious for­ 
eign problem to another. 
Kennedy, who seems to be imitat­ 
ing former President Eisenhower rn 
rot trying to take the skin off his 
critics personally, sort of rolled with 
the punches and kept his popularity 
high, as Eisenhower did. Kennedy 
got some more last year. 


On His Back 
Now once again tile Republicans 


and some Democrats, are on Ken­ 
nedy's back, this time about the pres­ 
ence of the Soviet troops in Cuba. 
Monday Republican leaders in Con­ 
in 'ess teamed up to denounce the ad­ 
ministration's conduct of foreign af­ 
fairs. claimmg it is causing anti- 
Americanism abroad. 
Kennedy, beginning to show more 
sensitivity to attacks although not 
enough yet to do any real fighting, hit 
at his critics indirectly last week 
through Secretary’ of Defense Robert 
S. McNamara in a way unparalleled 
in American history. 
He put McNamara and an aide on 
television for two hours, complete 
with photographs of Cuba, to tell the 
public the Soviet troops and weapons 
there were not, at least now. a direct 
threat to any area in the Western 
Hemisphere. 
It didn't quiet the critics. Now — 
particularly the Republicans—they’re 
making more noise than ever. This 
leaves Kennedy with an exasperating 
question: 
“ If I can’t convince people of what 
I say after this performance, how 
can I do it?” 
One way might be to go to the 
people and after the critics himself. 
A head-on brawi, however, seems 
contrary to his political philosophy, 
although he may come to it if he 
feels he's being made a political 
punching bag. 
Little Short 
Meanwhile the critics, clamoring 
for the removal of the Russians from 
Fidel Castro's feudal fief, ale a little 
short on solutions themselves. 
An American invasion would be the 
very surest way to eliminate the 
Russians from Cuba. But no one is 
suggesting that. They’re on Castro’s 
island with his approval and any 
attack on them would probably mean 
War with Russia. 
Kennedy w’as willing to risk war to 
force the Russian missiles out of 
Cuba last fall because, he said, they 
were a total menace. But a war 
Would hardly be justified to get rid 
©f troops who, he says, are not a 
menace. 
About the best he can do is dicker 
With Premier Khrushchev who may 
be keeping his troops in Cuba in 
arder to force Kennedy to dicker. 
All of this may amuse the Russian 
as he watches Americans, outraged 
by the presence of Soviet troops in 


their backyard, show very little taste 
for the medicine they forced on the 
Russians so long. 
Ring Russia 
This country has ringed Russia 
with men and bases, some of them 
even closer to the Russian areas of 
interest than the Soviet troops in 
Cuba are to the United States—for 
example the American men and 
weapons in West Germany, just 
across the border from Russia's 
satellite, Communist East Germany. 
As the Russians get stronger and 
more confident this country doesn't 
want nuclear war except as a last 
resort. Khrushchev may try some 
more of what he did in Cuba, but 
someu’here else. 
This 
could 
be 
hazardous. 
But 
Khrushchev might think it very use­ 
ful if he felt the United States would 
be willing to make swaps to stop the 
Soviet encroachments, like pulling 
back American troops and bases if 
the Russians did the same.
